East and South Set Up 
Best Car Sales Records; 


Alabama’s Gain Largest Ford, Waco 


New England States Show Decline of Only 11% | 


In First Quarter Registrations; Middle 
West Shows Drop of 24% 


EW YORK, May 13.—With the complete new saan 
ger car registration returns now available from all | 
states for the first three months of 1930, it is now apparent | 
that sales of new cars made a better showing in the Eastern | 


and Southern sections of the country, as compared with the 
first quarter of 1929, than the Middle and Far West. 


The smallest decline from the rec- ®-— 


as compared with a drop for 
entire country of 17 per cent. The 
combined registrations of the six 
New England states amounted to 
39,133, aS against 44,391 in the first 
three months of last year. 

The greatest decreases from the 
first quarter of 1929 were shown by 
the agricultural states of the Mid- 
die West and the Rocky Mountain 
States, with declines of 24 per cent. 
in each instance. 

The East and South reported 
declines only slightly greater than 
that for New England, with 13 per 
cent. drop in each case. The 
three Pacific Coast states had an 
aggregate drop of 19 per cent., 
while the Great Lakes states sus- 
tained a decrease of 20 per cent. in 
combined sales. 

The heaviest registration was 
found in the six Great Lakes states, 
with an aggregate of 181,938, as 
against 229,988 a year ago, while the 
thirteen states of the South were 
second, with 163,957, and the six 
states of the East third, with 144,- 
661.

Car Plants at Indianapolis 
Report Steady Output, Sales 


[NDIANAPOLIS, May 13.—The 
close of the first ten-day period 
of May in the central Indiana 
district found the automobile 
business heading into the summer 
period at a steady pace in both 
production and sales. 


Nothing indicating sensational 
turns one way or the other might be 
in prospect was seen in business 


trends as mid-summer temperatures 
and fair weather prevailed over the 
Middle West. ee 

Sales in all price divisions con- 
tinued at about the same rate as 
during the past two months, show- 
ing somewhat slower pace during 
the early days of the month. Some 
dealers ascribed the slight recessions 
as due probably more or less to the 
fact that spring tax paying date 
fell on the first Monday 
but it was evident that practically 
all dealers were proceeding cautious- 


ly and all were on a profit-making 
basis. Trades were being made only 
| where a clear and reasonable margin 
of profit could be seen. 

Wholesale business was declared 
by some distributors as being of bet- 
ter tone than retail, and it was par- 
ticularly noted that rural business 
was’ responding better than that in 
the larger communities. Outlook 
for much better fall and late sum- 
mer demand was pointed to by local 
zone offices with the marketing of 
harvests expected to bring the farm-

Parker Bus Bill Expected 
Soon in Senate for Debate 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
W: ASHINGTON, May 13.—The 
Parker bill, designed to regu- 


late motor buses in interstate com- 
merce, may see the light of day in 
the Senate before adjournment as 
tentatively scheduled for June 15 
next, only if the all-powerful Re- 
publican steering committee is un- 
able to block a motion from the 
floor to call up the measure. 

| Given a preferred status on the 
Senate calendar, the steering com- 
mittee withdrew the measure from 
near the top of the list. 

| This action was taken when com- 


mittee discovered the serious con- | 


| troversial nature of the measure as 
a result of a report filed by minor- 
ity members of Interstate Commerce 
Committee of which Senator James 
Couzens of Michigan is chairman. 
The minority insists that there 
shall be by motor bus legislation if 
the bill carries the provision for 
|a certificate of convenience and 
| necessity 
At the same time Senator Couzens 
ladmits that the railroad and motor 


bus interests of the country, who 
sponsored the Parker bill in the 
House, have developed considerable 
apathy in the future of the meas< 
ure since it was amended by the 
Senate committee. 

Senator Claude A.Swanson (Dem., 
Va.) today served notice that he 
would offer a motion this week to 
call up the bill.

This was the first time that urban had passed rural in a 
census report.

It will affect advertising, 
sales and distribution. Wide-awake business men, par- 
ticularly manufacturers, will follow this present census 
with keen interest. 


The Five-Day Week 
ROM the Bureau of Labor Statistics in Washington there | 
has recently come an interesting statement on the eff 
of the five-day week in industry. The bureau sent out a 
questionnaire to 270 leading industrial plants using the five- 
day week. The replies received accounted for 217 companies. 
Of this number, ninety-four had reduced the total hours of 
work per week. Six of those reporting said that they had | 
suffered a substantial loss in output. Twenty-four reported 
a loss in proportion to the reduction in time. Forty-six re- 
ported no loss in output per week and eighteen reported an 
actual] gain in the amount of work turned out. 

These replies indicate that 70 per cent. of the companies 
reporting suffered no loss in production per week, and must, 
therefore, be obtaining greater output per hour. All of 
which makes it appear as if the five-day week is well on the | 
way to being a definite success instead of an “impractical | 
experiment,” as it was first called by many employers.

In the agricultural] belt 
of the Middle West, Iowa showed a 
11 per cent. gain from 16,370 to 18,- 
292, while on the Pacific Coast, the 
state of Washington just made the 
grade with a gain of two-tenths of 
1 per cent. 

That made a total of eight 
states out of the forty-eight to 
establish increases in new car 
business this year over last. The 
District of Columbia, not included 
in any of the above classifica- 
tions, reported sales of 4,333, as 
against 5,131 a year ago, a decline 
of 15 per cent. 

The decline in registrations .for 
the entire country in the first quar- 
ter from the corresponding period 
of 1929 was 17 per cent. Three of 
the seven geographical divisions, 
New England, the East and South, 
did better than the nation as a 
whole, while the other sections 
failed to equal the average record. 

The most severe decline to be Tre- 
ported by an individual state was 
that of Kansas, with a falling off 
in registration of 54 per cent. The 
second biggest drop, however, was 
the 52 per cent. decline in North 
Carolina, a sister state to Alabama, 
with the biggest gain. Arizona was 
next with a drop of 37 per cent. 
and Michigan and Montana were 
tied for fourth, with 33 per cent, 
declines.

IX some cases, jobbers’ salesmen 

may keep their expenses down 
to a point too low for the most 
effective results, but, in the ma- 
jority of cases, salesmen are in- 
clined to spend more moncy than 
is necessary. The real problem, 
therefore, is for the jobber to hold 
down expenses. 

Various methods are employed to 
gain this end and one of the most 
effective is to start when the sales- 
man is first employed, according to 
an oldtimer in the business. He is 
questioned to some length in regard 
to what he considers the proper 
expense account, what his expenses 
have been while working in previous 
positions and the like. If his ideas 
are too extravagant, it is obvious 
that his expense account -will be 
high and it may be better not to 
employ him. 

Sales routes may be studied with 
care, the proper expense for cover- 
ing them estimated and then bud- 
gets drawn up, the salesmen being 
held down to these figures. These 
budgets, however. have to be based 
oan a close study of the facts and 
should allow the salesman all the 
expense he needs in order to do the 
best work. 

When the expense account of a 
salesman is running too high, it 
can be taken up with him for dis- 
cussion. He is permitted to tell his 
side of the story and the jobber 
presents to him his side. 

In these days of low margins and 
keen competition. all costs have to 
be held down to the lowest possible 














point. At the same time, it is 
necessary to spend all the money 
required to get business. It is pos- 


sible to be too economical as well 
as too liberal. The proper balance 
needs to be struck. 

Although it is important to keep 
down the expenses of the salesmen, 
it is also important that they be al- 
lowed enough expense money so 
they do not give the impression that 
the firm they represent is a cheap 
firm from which the very best serv- 
ice cannot be expected. Expense 
accounts should be studied with the 
greatest care before any attempt is 
made to lower them to any degree.
